pendent Government. I say this is my impulsive mind, 
because, as I read his attack, it is a blow aimed, 


not at Mr Armstrong alone, but at the head and heart 
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of your Majesty. It ascribes to you, as the executive 
and Sovereign ruler of an independent nation, motives 
in the appointment of Mr Armstrong to his office 
which would be as base and dishonorable to you as a 
man, as they would be wicked in you as a King. 
Viewing the thing in this light, I repeat to you that 
it is my impulsive FPéZYX AZ opinion that the proposi- 
tion to break off correspondence with the Representa- 
tive of France, would be right, and if right, then as 
a consequence it would be wise. No one can regret 
more deeply than 1 do, the necessit of such a step, 
but I think it is due not to i'r Armstrong alone, but

James Peacock was sworn by the Minister of the Interior 
and examined by tr. Judd, Witness deposed that he had taken 
the oath of allegiance to the King. Through all the hostility 
shown by other parties he has always been true himself to the 
King and Government. When the money was offered him by Nr- 
Rogers to get the manuscript he at first refused and he took a 


day and night to consider of it; he wanted 
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money to be sure, but he thought at the same time it was an 
act of duty. Finally he said he would furnish the MSS. but 

in that event he should be ooliged to leave the country, that 
he had a few debts and no money to pay them or his passage. It 
is considered among printers a wrong thing to expose tne 
secrets of the office; c uld not say whether lr Judd knew that 
as well as he did. Has known instances in the United States 
where the public good has demanded the conventional rule of 
the printing office Pi in that particular to be foregone as in 
the present instance, He only vanted the money to place 
himself beyond the reach of the prosecution he expected would 


follow tne ste: he was anout to take. 
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Was the principal workman in the 'News' office at the time. 
Did not sleep there. Had charge of most MSS. and where Yr. 
Rockwell was out had charge of every thing. He did not break 
any lock or volt for tne purpose. Would have scorned a bribe 
to commit burglary was told by “r Rogers that he might open a 
desk. The greater part of the document were in a cupboard 
fastened only by a small button, Had of ten thought he should 
like Government to know what was going o”, before Yr Rogers 
spoke to him. Has set up a good deal of Mr Ten Eyck's Manu- 
script in the 'Polynesian' office, and when he was setting up 
the document in question belived it to be ifr Ten Eycks MS. 


Alluded to the article purporting to come 
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from California and containing some poetry, which appeared in 
No 3 of the present volume of the 'News'. The Saturday follow- 
ing he put away that copy in a chest with some others, distinct 
from the great body of tne MS. When witness handed the 
document to Mr Judd, Mr Judd said at once, That is “r. Ten 
Eyck's hand-writing., Witness told tr, Judd at that time that 
the document had been brought in hurriedly, but they generally 
copied such articles before they gave them to the compositors. 
Printers are generally good judges of hand-writing, from being 
80, accustomed to look at its peculiarties. Recollectea when 
Mr Judd asked him with regard to some manuscript who were the 


writers and who the copyists he made some 
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memoranda at bottom of some of them. Witness recognized the 
Manuscript produced (in Privy Council) by Mr Judd, and stated 
in general terms that they came from the 'News' office and 
were given by him to Mr Judd. On the night before alluded to 
Nr Judd gave it as his eppien opinion that Rockwell could not 
write all those severe articles; that tney were too well written 
for him. Witness at the same time said he supposed Rockwell 
had copied some. Remarked that ne had seen him copying but he 
was very shu about it. The copy from which the article which 
appeared in No 51 of the 'News' 19th. Oct 1848, was set up was 
in the hand-writing of lr Rockwell and the same as produced .y 


Mr Judd in Privy Council.

(Document No 1 Privy Council 27th Decr 1848) The leading 
article in the 'News' No 1 of vol 3 of Novr 2nd 1848 and 
produced by Mr Judd in Privy Council is in the hand writing of 
Mr Rockwell, (Document No 2) The copy of the extracts of a 
letter from San Francisco which appeared in the 'Sandwh Isd 
News' of the 5th. Oct, was in a hand writing with wnich 
witness was not familiar. (Document “o 3) The California 
letters which appeared in the same Wo under date Sept 10 
appeared to have been written or copied by the same nand in 
pencil; did not know in whose hand the copy was. ( Document 
No 4). The copy of the article commencing "The name of Ino 
Ricord' etc which appeared in the 'Sandwich Islands News' No 4 
vol 3, Novr 23rd 1848 was in the hand writing of Jno Mum 


(Document No 5). 
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Knows Mum's style of writing and does not think the article in 
question was his composition, it was corrected after it was set 
up by a man called Allen, who is a lawyer from New Brunswick. 
The copy of the 2nd leader in No 1 of the 'S. I News! of the 
present volume is in Mr. Rockwell's writing (Doct. Yo 6). 
Witness is convinced that the lat. and 2nd leading articles in 
No 1, though the copy of both is in tne handwriting of Mr 
Rockwell were not the composition of the same person. From 

the style of the 2nd article (Doct 6) should say it was Mr 

Ten Eycks composition. It was always witness' supposition that 
the first leader (Doct No 2) was tne composition of ©“. Dillon. 
The copy of an article called a ‘crumb of comfort! in Sandwich 


Islands News No 1 present volume is in the 
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handwriting of Mr Rockwell. It was also Rockwells composition, 
witness saw him write it. (Doct. No 7). The copy of 5 
paragraph in No 1 of the present volume of the 'Newst is in 
Rockwells hand writing and composed by him (Doct No 8). 

The portion of copy of the lst leading article of the 'News' 
No 2 Novr 9 is in the handwriting of Mr Rockwell. (Document 
No 9) Thinks it was the composition of the same party who 
wrote the lst. leader in No 1. The copy of the 2 documents 
marked No 10 are in the hand writirg of Mr G. M. Robertson, one 
is signed 'Squid' and the other 'Flagillator',., The latter vas 
published in No 49 Sth Oct, and the other in No 1 of Novr end. 
The copy of the letter signed * x»x * is in the hand writing of 


Palmer 
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for a short time clerk to Paty the Collector General. It 
appeared in No 46 (Sept 14) of the 'News' (Document marked No 11) 
The documents marked No 12 (7 in number) are in the handwriting 
of Mr Hooper. Witness saw Mr Hooper hand in some of them 
himself. The copy of the article headed 'further developements! 
which appeared in No 1 of the present volume of the 'Sh Id. 
News' is in the hand writing of Rockwell. Could not say he 
knew who was the authors; could not give an opinion on the 
subject (Document mo 13). The article which appeared in No 3 
of the 'Sh Id News' Novr 16 and headed 'Aaron Barrand - Dr 

Judd' was composed by Rockwell. Witness saw him while engaged 
on it. (Doct No 14). The short account of the British Schooner 


'Amelia' which 


appeared in No 52 Oct 26 was in the handwriting of Consul ef 
General Miller (Document wo 15). The copy of the lst. leading 
article in No 1 of the present volume was in the hand writing 
of Rockwell, witness saw him writing it, but cannot say whether 
he was copying from another document or not, Could not say 
whether he had any other document before him at the time or 
not. The copy of the letter signed Home Rushworth and W, H. 
«Palmer which appeared in No 51 of Oct 19 was in the hand 
writing of Consul Genl l'iller (Doct Yo 16). An article headed 
'Vutiny and horrible massacre at sea' was set up frcm copy not 
in the hand writing of Consul General tiiller, but corrected by 
him. It was published in No 51, Oct 19 (Document ro 17). 
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The copy of the article begirning 'And when Haman' etc publishea 
in No 2 of Novr 9th is in the handwriting of Jno Munn, but from 
Mr Rushworth, the Consul Generals clerk, havin: asked whether 
the article was going in, Witness supposed trat possibly 

Consul General Miller had something to do with it. (Doct No 18) 
The document destroyed by witness us appears in his affiaavit 
were principally extracts and other matters of ro consequence, 
Mr Munn, Mr Rockwell, Vr Hooper, Genl. Miller, (so far as the 
memoranda handed in go) Mr Robertson (as regards the article 
already produced) and wr Palmer are all he can recollect of 
those who write for the 'News' at present, or whom he krows to 
write for that paper. Mr Allen read a proof one day and Jno 


Munn has occasionally done so, those are all who have 


done so to his recollection who are not connected with the 
office. About the 26th of Oct last Mr Rockwell came into the 
office and seemed to be in a very good humor; witness asked him 
the cause of it; he answered he would make three thousand 
dollars clear this year; witness asked, how? he said because 
the paper was to be the organ of the three powers, British, 
French and American, Prior to this he had told witness that ir 
Dillon had had a meeting with the French residentsto support 
the paper, That Caranane was to take so many, the French Hotel 
so many, and Dillon himself was to take 10 or 12 copics - 
Consul Genl Miller takes o copies; vr Ten Eyck takes 10 or 12 


copies, Mr Ten Fyck 
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got 25 subscribers in California as witness understood. Does 
not know whether they take the 'Polyresian'. Has never doubted 
but that the representatives of those threc powers are combined 
to sustain and support the 'News!, Their papers are sent to 
them direct. Previous to furnishing the manuscript to vr judd, 
Rockwell told witness he had some suspicion there was going to 
be a litel suit commenced against him, and said, 'let them go 
ahead! or something to that effect, 'there were plenty of 
people here wo. ld see him out of it, and if they did commence 

a libel suit vr Ten Eyck would defend him'. Mr Ten Eyck had 
frequently been then and had conversations with Munn and 
Rockwell; they never talked ir witness' presence. Vr Ten Eyck 


was the only one 
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who had such conversutions that witness recollected. Rockwell 
had previously asked witness to remain here till about the lst. 
of Jany and then he would pay his passage to California for 
him, Witness went into the country and received a letter from 
a friend that he must come to tow immediately if he wanted to 
save his character; he cane up immediately. As soon as he 
arrived he was served with a warrant of arrest by Vr Hobbs for 
stealing manuscrijts. Gave bail for his appearance at the 
police Court in the mornirg. Aftervard received word that ~r 
Munn wanted to see him at his house that evenirg. This was the 
5th of Decr. Witness went to runn's at 7 o'clock, Munn said 


he had nothing 
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to fear, that they would see him all night and Rockwell would 
witháraw the suit. Then he asked witness to go with him to 
Mr Ten Fyck's house, taking along with them a going man called 
Derhy. Mr Ten Fyck told witness to take a seat, He got some 
paper and told witness he wanted him to state all he knew about 
the affair. He took down witness' deposition, next morning at 
9 o'clock witness appeared at the Police-Court. Rockwell then 
withdrew the suit and witness swore to the deposition. The 
copy sworn to by witness was ir Derby's rana writing; witness 
made some corrections before signing it. Mr Ten Fyck did not 
urge him to state anything and witness was not offered any 
remuneration if he would state so and so. Mr Ten Eyck said he 


knew the letter that was meant 
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but they would get fooled as regarded its being his. By 'they* 
he perhapsmeant government. Has set up nothing in the 'News! 
office since he made his deposition, excepting his ow notice 
of being about to leave the Kingdom, Has his meals sert to 
him at present to his own house, and pays himself. “as 
received no pecuniary assistance or any kind of remuneration 
from the 'Sh Id News' office, They paid him up to the day he 
left at the rate of $18 per week. Could not say who were the 
proprietors of the 'News' press. Many of the parties interested 
gave up their shares in favor of Rockwell; he owns about 4350 
or $400 worth of materials, Does not know who owns the rest: 


Thinks +r Reynolds and Dr Wood own a part, also Yr 
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Webster and l'r. Munn. Has never seen a meetirg of the pro- 
prietors since Rockwell has been there, Has heard both Rock- 
well and Munn say that the former owes the latter. Munn told 
witness one day it amounted to as much as $400. If Kockwell were 
interogated on oath he might tell who the partie s were whose 
Ms he copied, Does not think from what he has positively 
known Rockwell to write, that he could have written such 
articles as the leaders in Nos 1, 2 and 3 of the present 
volume of the 'Sandwich Island News!'. Some time ago two imen 
came at different times and said they would pay witness almost 
any thing for a copy of Pelly's pamphlet - the parties 

were Reynolas and Captain Carter who offered to pay; this was 


while witness 
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was at work in the'Polynesian'office, Heard afterwards that 
Consul General viller had procured a copy by paying for it. 
Heard at one time a talk in the office that Genl. Miller wanted 
to get some manuscript out of the office; This vas about

The King complained very seriously of certain remarks made by 
Mr Armstrong, as chaplain, during the evening service of the 
day before, in connexion with his (the King's) private conduct, 
The place was an exceedingiy improper one, and if those remarks 
were to be made at all they should have been made within this 
Council = chamber, Delivered where they were it required a 
violent struggle on his part to remain in his plac and listen 


to them, and 
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he wished now to complain of Mr Armstrong's conduct as strongly 
as it was possible for him to complain, 

Mr Armstrong was very sorry if he had been out of place. 
It was a mistake in judgment, not a fault of the heart on his 
part. He had felt himself actuated by duty to allude to reports 
which were very generally culculated. 

v His Majesty further remarked that he would leave it to his 
Council to look into the matter, which was of such a character 
that he should not forget it to the day of his death. For 
himself he would retire, 

His Majesty then withdrew, 
Paki said he had been hurt on hearing Mr Armstrong's 


remarks and he thought the King was hurt on account of the 


truth of those remarks. He was of opinion, however, 
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that Mr Armstrong was wrong in bringing the subject forward 

where he did. He had spoken with the King that morning who 

said the Ministers and chiefs had hetter put him in fault at 
once and bring his reign to a close, 

\ ir Judd made some long explanations showing how he had come 
into an agreement with the King to do whatever he could in Fis 
Majesty's service, if the King, on his part, did what he coula, 
that is to say, lived a respectable life. For some time 
things went very well. Afterwards a bad change took place. 

He wrote to the King in 1846, saying that if he did not keep 
sober, he (Mr Judd) could not serve him. Lately he had had 
a conversation with the King telling him he must resign, and 


mentionirig a time at which he should 
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do so, unless the King reformed - and so he would do, He 
thought that Mr Armstrong had perhaps done wrong in speaking as 
he did the evening before, The place was not a fitting one, 

He proposed that in condemning Mr Armstrong's course, some 
explanations be made with regard to the King's own conduct and 
it effect upon the members of his Council. 

y Mr Ii made some long remarks and concluded by saying that 
the King was hurt on account of his own conduct and that Mr 
Armstrong was not in the wrong. 

Paki made some farther remarks. 
Y Kanaina said he had (the previous evening) observed that 
the King was hurt. He thought he would be angry and perhaps 
even take Mr Armstrong's life, He felt relieved when the King 


bowed to Mr Armstrong. He was 
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of opinion that the Ministers had better take Nr Armstrong 
before the King and ask him to do towards him whatever he 
thought right to do, 

Kapaakea had not heard the remarks in question, He though! 
from what he heard now that Mr Armstrong had only spoken the 
truth, but the King was displeased with his speaking so public- 
ly. Mr Judd had been in the habit of speaking to the King 
about his conduct, but he always did it privately. Mr Arms- 
trong's course was a new one. 

v Mr Wyllie had never listened to any discussion in the 
council witk such pain. The King had perhaps done things he 
ought not to have done and had better not do again, He held 
public reproof to be the worst kird of reproof and the Last 


likely to bring 
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about any good end. He knew of nothing so likely to make the 
King abdicate and throw off all connexion with the Kingdom as 
reproof administered before his subjects. The existence of the 
government depended on the King. Were he removed a republic 
woula follow, the chiefs would lose their rank and their lands 
too. Most Kings drink more or less, but he never heard of 
Ministers sitting in judgment upon their sovereign because he 
took a glass of wine. He did not think the King wanted Mr 
Armstrong to be punished, He thought it would be well to 
disapprove of Mr Armstrongs public reproof, He would add that 
the thought the consequences of the king's solitariness were 
very bad, as they would be in the case of any body else, 

d Mr Armstrong remarked that certain matters connected with 


the King's conduct had 
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become public. He went and spoke to the King on the subject, 
He said he was sorry, but repeated the same acts. He thought 
it wovld do good to bring the subject into his discourse during 
the evening service - Me did so, and may have been indiscreet 
in so doing. His words had had more effect than he intended, 
He was perfectly willing to induge any sentence that the coun- 
cil thought he deserved. He was willing to have his office 
taken from him, to be put in prison or suffer in any other 
way. 

v Kanoa had heard the discourse and was reminded bv it of 
the time, a long while ago, when some remarks Were made ina 
meeting house, the remakrs being pointedly addressed to the 


King. 
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On that occasion Paki rose and said 'the King and I shall attend 
no more meetings here.'! 

Kaeo remarked it had always been the custom to speak to 
the King in private. Mr Armstrong was in office. Perhaps he 
did not consult with any of the chiefs on the propriety of 
bringing the matter forward in the way he had done. The King 
had said he would not forget it téll the day of his death. They 
ought to seek some means of quieting his mind. 

Mr Ii proposed that Mr Wyllie, Mr Young and Mr Judd be 
appointed a committee to talk with the King about his conduct 
and try to bring the bad part of it to an end. 

Mr Wyllie objected so far as he was concerned, he had not 
been in the habit of conversing with His Majesty on such 
topics. 


Mr Young had also heard the discourse and thought

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the King would be hurt, but this morning on seeing the King he 
thought he appeared as usual. He respected the King's way of 
bringing the subject forward. He admired him for that. Nr 
Armstrong was wrorg, but it was not a government matter, it was 
of a private character. 
Resolved That the members of the Privy Council deeply regret 
that the feelings of the King have been hurt by remarks upon 
his private conduct addressed to him personally last evening. 
Resolved, That the Members of this Council full; rely upon 
the King's sense of propriety and honor so to comfort himself 
as to keep up the respectability of his character as a man and 


his dignitv as a Kirg, for the good of his subjects.

If opposition was shown to this measure he (the 
King) would abdicate. In the mean while he had received a 
letter from Vr Armstrong acknowledging his fault. 

Paki tnoght Mr Armstrong must be set aside, but the fault 


was not nis but the King's. 
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Kaeo agreed in the opinion that Mr. Armstrong must be removed. 
It was the King's prerogative to appoint and remove his | 
Ministers. He was sorry however, for Mr Armstrong. 

Mr li said that Mr Armstrong must be removed or the King 
abdicate. But what was the reason of this step? A discourse 
by Mr Armstrong. Only tnose who were witnesses of the King's 
conduct were present. He was of opinion the King by taking the 
stand he did was pursuing the very means to bring all his evil 
courses before the public. The fault was the King's and he 
thought they ought not to consent to the King's wish to dismiss 
Armstrong, 

` Paki said that if the King would promise to renounce his 
old courses from this time forward ne for one, on that condi- 


tion, would agree to Mr Armstrong's dismissal. 
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Kanaina in a speech supposed to be addressed to the King, 
showed the inconveniences he expected would arise in conse- 
quence of Mr Armstrong's dismissal, 

` Mr Ii was called upon to go and enquire of the King 
whether he would be satisfied if Mr Armstrong's office of 
Chaplain be brought to an end but his office of Minister 
continued. 

Mr li, on returning, said ne wanted the proposition to he 
put in writing. 

Mr Wyllie also was sorry for Mr Armstrong, for he assistud 
in getting him into office, But his loss to the government 
would be a mere nothing as compared with the King's abdication. 
He did not like the idea of troubling the King with any more 


formal committees, He would suggest that one or two 
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go to the King to say that it is with him to appoint and dis- 
miss his Vinisters, and to state also that his council would 
respectfully suggest that ne forgive Mr Armstrong, For himself 
he would never go and speak to the King about his conduct so 
long as he fulfilled the duties imposed upon him by the con- 
stitution. Many Kings were irregular in their conduct, but they 
were good sovereign for all that. They had good ministers. In 
his opinion it almost amounted to high treason to speak in this 
council of the King's indiscretions. If the King abdicated the 
nation would cease to exist; the chiefs lands would be taken 
away from them. 

~“ Mr Young, Mr Judd and Mr Ii waited on the King according 
to Mr Wyllies suggestion. 


On their returning "r 
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Young reported that the King had said he now understood that he 
was really regarded by his courcil as King.

enterins the Council Chamber and making his respects to His 

Majesty, observed tnat he came in plain dress in consequence of 

his not having been able to find his sword. And under all the 


circumstances he thought it was best to come as he did, 
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He came to return thanks to His Majesty and Privy Council for 
the very satisfactory communication he had just received, In 
regard to his own proceedinss he had only acted in strict 
conformity to the spirit of his instructions, which were very 
clear and plain in case of circumstances occuring similar to 
those which had occurred, Indeed if he had done any thing less, 
he was sure his conduct would not have been approved of by his 
own government. Although His Majesty and his government had 
been seriously inconvenienced by the late proceedings of the 
French, still ne could not but congratulate His Majesty upon 
the ternination, which he thought must tend to strengthen the 
Hawaiian Govt. in the end. It was not for him to prejudge what 
view the French Govt would take of the procecdings of the 
French Admiral and Consul, but he could not but feel convinced 
that no Furopean Goyt, or any other, could sanction proceedings 


such 
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as had taken place within the last few days in Honolutu. 
Therefore tne proceedings of the French Admiral and Consul 
being disavowed by France and ample satisfaction given, it will 
cease to be an act of the Govt of France, It was not an un- 
common thing for officers and agents of foreign governments to 
commit errors of judgment and even acts of indiscretion abroad, 
and in those cases when the government suffering by such 
proceedings makes its complaint and the proceedings of such 
officers or agents are disavoved and reparation made, then it 
ceases to be a case of complaint against the Govt.. He did not 
remember that he had anything more to say, but he would observe 
however that he thought the admirable course pursued by His 
Majesty in remaining in his palace with the standard flying, 
and also that pursued by his Govt. in observing that passive 


position and manifestly avoiding any conduct towards 
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the French that mignt provoke them, not only deserved great 
praise, but would create a favorable feeling in England and 
elsewhere when they came to be heard of. But in fact it had 
been the most effective opposition that could be offered, He 
would not occupy His Majesty's time any longer with further 
remarks, 

È His Majesty replied tnat there had been but one opinion 
entertained by himself and his officers, which was that he 
could not consent to the demands of the French, and his policy 
had been to simply confine himself to not acceding to those 
demands. 

è H. B. M's Consul General added that he should endeavor to 
induce his Govt. to take such proceedings as might seem proper 
under the circumstances, and for his own part should exert 


himself to render fair and proper accounts of these extraor- 


dinary proceedings. What his reports were he should 


make known to His Majesty's Govt., as his Ministers knew in 
great part what he had already done. He would mention one 
circumstance whicn was that notwithstanding all the differences 
which once existed between himself and His Majesty's Govt,, and 
all difficulties, the tenor of his instructions all through 
had becn that England must uphold the independence of that 
Govt. He would no longer encrouch upon His Majesty's time. 

d As the Consul General withdrew, His Majesty remarked to 
him that he had omitted to offer his thanks to the Consul 
General for his proffered protection in case of his being in 
any personal danger from the French troops.

He thought the Treaty needed 
a great deal of careful consideration; he had heard from Mr 
Judd that in the original draft of the Treat: a guarentee was 
inserted of the Independence of these islands on the part of 
America, and on the other part if was allowed that foreigners 
should hold land here in fee simple without taking the oath of 
allegiance. But Mr Fames doubting his powers, these two 
clauses were struck out. Mr Lee read the portion of a letter 
in which Mr Judd mentioned tnese circumstances.

2. By and with the consent of the King and chiefs in Privy 
Council assembled, it is hereby resolved, that fee simple titles, 
free of commutation, be and are hereby granted to all native 
tenants who may occupy and improve, any lands other than those 
mentioned in the preceding resolution, held by the King or any 
Chief or Konohiki, for the land they so occupy and improve; 
Provided, however, that this Resolution shall not extend to 
house-lots or otner lands situated in the districts of Honolulu, 
Lahaina and Hilo. 

3. Resolved - That the Board of Commissioners to quiet land 
Tities, be and is hereby empowered to award fee simple titles 
in accordance wita the foregoing resolutions; to define and 
seperate the portions of lands belonging to different indivi-

4. That all the constables now acting shall be dismissed when 
the Marshal, as the Agent of the Governor, is prepared to 
appoint the twenty-five Constables for active duty.
